Taxing Dogs. 

This subject is now being agitated in the State 
of Ohio, and the following article is cut from the 
Ohio Farmer , an excellent weekly paper publish- 
ed at Cleveland. In the last number the Ohio 
editor kindly offers the use of his columns to the 
Kentucky State Agricultural Society. 

The proposed tax is a matter of much interest 
in Kentucky also, and it is hoped at least, that 
provision will be made to ascertain the number 
of dogs in the State, and also the number of 
sheep killed by them annually.

PETITION IN FAVOK OF TAXING DOGS. 

The annexed petition is in course of circula 
tion at present, and we cannot too heartily en- 
dorse its prayer. No one who keeps a valuable 
dog will be unwilling to pay, and the useless 
good for killing sheep curs, had better be dis 
pensed with. Let all sign this petition, and if 
they have no printed copy, write out one, and 
see that it is presented immediately. It is from 
agriculture that our State derives her wealth, and 
as this interest pays the greatest araonnt of tax 
ation, it ought to be fostered, instead of being 
neglected; and the endowment of an Agricultu 
ral College would confer a lasting benefit on our 
farming interest. 

To the Honorable , the General Assembly of the 
State of Ohio: — The undersigned, the citi ens of 
the State, believing that the interests of the peo 
pie demand a more extended know ledge of the 
art of Agriculture; and believing that this know- 
ledge can only be obtained by a thorough and 
systematic course of instruction in the various 
branches of the art. 

Your petitioners would therefore pray your 
Honorable Body, to take into consideration the 
following named facts, and after due consider 
ation, grant to your petitioners their earnest 
prayer. 

From the basis of the last census, it may be 
safely calculated, that there are at the present 
time, owned in the State of Ohio, about 5,000,- 
000 sheep; and from the reliable statistics gath- 
ered from various sources, it has been ascertain- 
ed that there are owned and harbored in the 
State, at the present time, about 200,000 dogs; 
that these animals kill and destroy annually 
about 40,000 head of sheep, valued at $80,000. 

Now your petitioners pray that for the purpose 
of protecting the wool-growing interests of the 
State, and for the promotion of Agricultural Ed 
ucation, the tax of fifty cents may be annually 
levied upon every animal of the dog kind owned 
and harbored in the State of Ohio; and the fund 
thus created may be appropriated to the support 
of Free Agricultural Education throughout the 
State. 



(tT The following is Gen. Cass* reply to Gov. 
Walker’s letter of resignation: 

Secretary Cass’ Reply to Gov. Walker. 

State Department, Dec. 18, 1857. 
Sir — On Wednesday last I received your com- 
aunication of the 15th instant, tendering your 
signation as Governor of Kansas. This reso- 
lution is accompanied by a long argument on the 
ffairs of the Territory generally, to which you 
re well aware it would be impossible for this 
Department to reply. If every officer of the Gov- 
ernment who feels himself constrained to refuse 
obedience to the instructions of the President 
shall pursue this unusual course and thus place on 
-he files of the appropriate department a criticism 
on the policy of the Administration, no person 
knows better than yourself to what consequences 
this might lead. He must either cause the char- 
ges and arguments against the President, to be 
tiled among the public archives of the country, 
without contradiction or reply ; or it must spend the 
time which ought to be devoted to the public ser 
vice in controversies with subordinate officers 
who may disapprove of the President’s policy. — 
Whilst duty, therefore, forbids me to enter into 
a controversial discussion with you on the various 
topics embraced by your argument, it is proper 
that I should make a remark upon a single point. 
You state that the President has changed his pol 
icy in regard to Kansas, and why this allegation? 
Simply because the Convention of Kansas have, 
in the exercise of the rights belonging to them, 
decided, that they would not submit the whole 
Constitution to the people, although they had 
submitted the all important and dangerous ques- 
tion of slavery, which threatened to convulse the 
Union, and was alone prominent in the minds of 
the people throughout every State. He had not 
treated the submission of this momentous ques 
tion as a mere nullity. Under these circumstan- 
ces it was his imperative duty, and this in strict 
conformity with previous instructions, to take 
care that a fair election be held on this vital 
question, and thus give peace to the Union. Had 
he acted in any other manner, merely because he 
preferred the submission of the Constitution orig- 
inally to the people, his responsibility would have 
been of the gravest character. He never intend- 
ed or expressed the opinion that the convention 
were bound to submit any portion of the Consti- 
tution to the people, except the question of slave- 
ry, much less that that portion would be invalid 
without such submission. Had he entertained 
such an opinion, this would have been in opposi- 
tion to the numerous precedents which have oc- 
curred since the adoption of the Federal Consti- 
tution by the different States. The question of 
slavery was the all-absorbing question, and you 
were sent to Kansas, with the full confidence of 
the President, to carry out the principles of the 
Kansas Nebraska act. With the question as to 
whether Kansas was to be a free or slave State, 
you were not to interfere. You were to secure 
to the people of Kansas a free and fair election 
to decide the question for themselves. The Pres- 
ident was therefore happy to learn from your dis- 
patches to this department of July 15th last, that 
in all your speeches you had refrained from ex- 
pressing any opinion as to whether it should be a 
slave or free State. 

I am instructed to inform you that your resig- 
nation of the office of Governor of Kansas has 
been accepted.

1 found written copies of the above highly in- 
telligible and vindictive proclamation stuck up 
on every blacksmith shop, doggery and store 
door iu the Frog Mountain range. Its blood 
thirsty, vindictive spirit, its style, and, above all, 
its chirograph?, interested me to the extent of 
stealing one from a tree for preservation. 

In a few days I found Sut in a good crowd in 
front of Capehart’s small doggery, and, as he 
proved to be about “in tune,” I read it to him. — 
“Yes, George, that ar dokyraint am in yearuest, 
sartin. They dus want me powerful bad, but I 
spect eit- chillers wont fetch me. I’ll go mysef 
for fifty, planked down, ef yu’l go long an see 
me hev jestic. Lite, lite, ole feller, and let that 
roan ove vourn blow a little, an I’l splain this 
cussed afar what lies ruinated my karacter as a 
pious pusson in the sciety about here Ye see, I 
went tu last year’s big meetin at Ratil Snaix 
Springs, an wer silt in in a nice shady place con 
varsin with a frieu in the huckil berry thicket, 
when the fust thing I know’d I woke from a 
trance, what I’d been knocked inter by a four 
year old hickory stick in the ban’ of ole Passon 
Bullin, duru his alligator looking hide ! an he 
wur standing a straddle ove me, a loamin at the 
mouth an a preachin tu me about sartin sins an 
my wicedness ginerally. My poor frien wur 
gone, and I was glad ove it, for I thot he inent 
tu kill me with his club ef he failed tu preach me 
tu deth, an 1 didn’t want her tu see ine die. 

“Wlib was the friend you speak of Sut?” 

Nun of your bisnes — durn your little ankshus 
picter! But I’ll tell ye one thing George; that 
nite a neibor gall got an orful confounded strop 
pin frum her mam with the stirrup leather of a 
saddil, an ole Passon Bullin had et supper thar that 
nite; and what wuz wus nur all, she cooked it fur 
im and begged him a trimblin and crying not tu 
tell on her, the durned infurnal hiperkritikal, 
pot bellied, whiskey wasting old ground hog; but 
1 paid im fur it all, ef I haint I will.

He did the loudest 
and skariest and fussiest runnin I ever seed since 
Dad raced with the honnets, tu be no faster than 
it wur. Wejl, he disappeared in the thicket, an 
ove all the nises ye ever hearn it wur in a circle 
ove two hundred feet or tharabouts-^-sum wimen 
screamin — they wus the skery wuns; sum larfin 
— they wus the wicked wuns; sum cryin — they 
wus the fool wuns, (sorter ove the Lovengood 
stripe;) sum tryin tu git away or hide thar faces 
— they wus the modest wuns; sum lookin arterold 
Bullin — they wus the curious wuns; sum hangin 
to their bows — they wus the sweet wuns; sum on 
thar knees with thar <^-es shot, but thar faces 
turned the wav the old nuidturkil wus a runnin — 
they wus the deceitful wuns, sum doiu nuthin — 
they wus the waitin wuns, and the most danjerous 
ove all on era by a durned site. I tuck a big skeer 
mysef, arter a bibii about as big as a brick, a dis- 
cipline, an a book called a kataplasm, a few 
rocks, an such like fruit, spattered onto the pul- 



pit ni onto ray hed; an as the Lovengoods, durn 
em ! knows nuthin but to run when they git skared, 
I jist put out towards the swamp on the krick. As 
I started a black bottle ove baldface smashed 
agin a tree forninst me. Sum durned fool per- 
fessor dun this, who hed more zeal than sence; 
for I say that eny man who’d waste a quart ove 
good whisky for the chance ove knocking a poor 
devil like me down with it, if thebottil wus wuth 
nothin, isn’t as smart as ole squire Mackraullin, 
un he shot his sef with a hoe handil, an hit warnt 
loaded at that.

Interesting News from the Plains and the 
Upper Mississippi — We copy from the St. Louis 
Republican of Sunday: 

Among the number of travelers up the Missou- 
ri and on the plains, we have met with Henry 
Belknap, Esq., who has spent the greater part of 
the year in explorations of the rivers and moun- 
taiqs of that far off country 

Mr. Belknap left St Louis iu the spring of the 
year, with Col. Vaughn, Indian agent for the Up- 
pet Missouri, on board the steamgr Twilight. — 
Leaving Col. Vaughn’s post among the Black- 
feet Indians, he crossed the mountains to the 
head of the Columbia, and thence down directly | 
through the mountains until he reached Utah 
Territory. 

Mr. Belknap was at Green river when the 
United States trains of provisions, &c., were 
burned by the Mormons. A very small force of 
Mormons was concerned in the operation — twen- 
ty Mormons only destroyed Russell & Co’s train 
The men were awakened from sleep, and found 
two Mormous with rifles cocked standing at the 
head of each wagon. The whole affair of getting 
possession of the wagons was conducted by the 
Mormons in the most civil, not to say friendly, 
manner. The men in charge of the wagons were 
allowed to take any articles they desired from 
the wagons in the train, and then the train was 
set on tire. The statement that they plundered 
the train is not correct. 

Mr. Belknap represents that the position of the 
small body ol men on Ham’s Fork was critical 
in the extreme The Mormons were ranging the 
country at will, driving off* the cattle, cutting off 
supplies, and annoying the military in every 
possible way. Henry’s Fork, where Col. John 
son proposes wintering his command, is a toler 
ablv well sheltered valley, and provided with 
wood and grass; but it is very much exposed to 
attacks from the Mormon enemy The latter 
are usually well mounted and well equipped, and 
they are said to be in possession of seventeen 
pieces, of artillery. This is a very reasonable 
number, as many of the Mormons are mechanics 
and have been engaged in the casting of can- 
non. 

Fifty of Magraw’s party, engaged in making 
a road in that direction to the Pacific, had volun- 
teered in the army, and their services were ac- 
cepted, and they had marched from Wind river 
to join Col. Johnson. 

Leaving the South Pass early in November, 
Mr. Belknap struck directly across the Plains, 
crossing the head of L’Eau qui Corn- and White 
rivers, and arrived at Fort Randall, on the Upper 
Missouri, on the 2d of December. Ogallah In 
dians were at the Sand Hill Peak ; two hundred 
and fifty lodges of Brules were in the Sand Hills 
between the head of L'Eau qui Cour aud White 
river, and other scattering bands were met on the 
way. These Indians were all starving, and they 
reported no buffalo in that section of the country. 

There has been some hard fighting on the 
plains the past fall and summer between the dif- 
ferent tribes of Indians, and eighty lodges of the 
Crows had been nearly exterminated bv the Min- 
neconjou tribe (Sioux) iu one battle. * A white 
man by the name of Wm. Leclerc, had been kill 
ed by the Yanctonnais. The other tribes of In 
dians were quiet. The country was reported to 
be black with buffalo from Fort Pierre northward. 
It is also said that the prospect of a good winter’s 
trade in that section of the country was highly 
promising.

his approval, or what induced him to sign it. We 
can not conceive that the Executive had anythin 
to do in the matter . It was simply, only an agree 
merit between the two houses after consultation 
as to the time they would execute a joint act ; — 
an act in which the Executive had no part or lot, 
— which is beyond his official interference and 
control. The idea, that the Executive shall ap 
prove of that agreement of the two houses as to 
the day they will elect officers, involves his right 
to veto such resolution, and, under certain circuin 
stances, thereby prevent the election of necessary 
officers to carry on the Government. In this 
case of United States Senator, the Constitution 
of the United States expressly says the Legisla 
ture sh:ill appoint .the time and manner of the 
election, and elect the Senator. But, give the 
Governor the privilege of approving or vetoin; 
the resolution fixing the time, and it is readily 
perceived that an election might be easily avoid 
ed at the proper time, and the right of appoint 
ment thus devolve upon the Executive himself. 

We presume the subject referred to in the 
above article has never been discussed, aud, with 
all respect for our esteemed cotemporary of the 
News, we hardly think it admits of much discus 
sion. An examination of the Constitution of 
Kentucky will , we think, set the matter at rest 
at once Th e ^'.Wd section of third article of the 

Constitution reads as follows: 

“Every order, resolution , or vote, in which the 
concurrence of both houses may be necessary, ex 
cept on a question of adjournment, shall be pre- 
sented o the Governor, and before it slyrll take 
effect, be approved by him; or being disapproved, 
shall be re passed by a majority oC all the mem- 
bers elected to both houses, according to the 
rules and limitations prescribed in case of a 
bill.” 

The only question then, is, whether or not it 
requires the concurrence of both Houses before 
the Legislature can go into the election of United 
States Senator. We take the position that it 
does; and, if we are right, the Constitution ex- 
plicitly demands that such a joint resolution shall 
receive the approval of the Governor before go- 
ing into effect. The Constitution is explicit upon 
this point, and we do not think there is any room 
for complaint against the Legislature for sub 
mining their resolution fixing the 5th of January 
as the day for the election of United States Sen- 
ator, to the Governor for his approval. Prece 
dent has established such a custom and the Con 
stitution directs it. 

ICT Dick Bolling’s opponents for the nomina 
tion for the Clerkship of the Court of Appeals are 
endeavoring to make him out an Emancipation- 
ist. Now’, if the Democratic party was not in a 
supposed majority, and Dick had the nomination, 
would not those very same Democrats bring the 
very same accusation against the anti-Democrat- 
ic candidate, whoever he might be? We don’t 
care a pinch of snuff who gets the nomination, 
and if the Democrats do not choose to nominate 
Dick we won’t complain. But it really amuses 
us to see them bring the same old stale, worn out, 
and rotten charges against a member of their 
own party which they have preferred against 
their political opponents. 

In order to sustain Dick, his friends have 
thought it necessary to give him a certificate of 
good character, and accordingly the people have 
been informed by sundry resolutions from the 
Democrats of his county, that he is a gentleman 
of high moral standing. They have also pub- 
lished a list of the persons for whom he has voted 
as another recommendation of him for the Clerk- 
ship. If his votes should be taken into con9id 
eration either oue way or the other, they should, 
in our opinion, defeat him, as they have been al 
most uniformly for Democrats. It is a very notice- 
able fact that the qualifications of the different 
Democratic candidates to discharge the duties of 
the office have not yet been discussed by the 
anonymous correspondents Why are they so 
silent on this subject* in reality the most impor- 
tant one to the people? Do they think the only 
question to be taken into consideration is the effi- 
ciency of the candidates as party tacticians?

Arrival of the Persia. 

New York, Dec. 25. 

The steamship Persia arrived at 9 o'clock this 
morning with Liverpool dates to the 12th. The 
Ariel arrived out on the 12th inst. 

Advices from India. had been received a fort 
night later. 

The Calcutta dates to the 17th of September 
and Bombay to the 17th of November. 

Gen. Havelock was still hemmed in at Luck 
now, the force of the mutineers amounting 
about 57,000. 

No communication had been received for 
mouth, but it was believed the garrison would 
hold out 

Sir Colin Campbell wa9 expected to reach 
there iu a few days with It), 000 men. 

Numerous successful encounters with the mu 
tineers had occurred at various points. 

Sir James Ou tram’s force had been terribly 
reduced, and the total number in the residency 
was supposed to be not more than 1 ,400 besides 
women children, and wounded. There were be 
sides about 800 men with a great army of camp 
followers at Alumbagh, believed to be without 
the means of communicating with those at Luck 
now (estimated at 70,000,) but it was neverthe 
less considered certain that the garrison could 
hold out till the 10th of November, before which 
time Sir Colin Campbell would be before Luck 
now with an army of 4,000 men, including his 
own highland brigade, 800 cavalry, and a very 
heavy train of artillery. 

Hie mutineers had burned all the wounded 
soldiers that fell into their hands at tbe seige of 
Delhi 

T he regular semi-monthly mail would arrive 
at Trieste on the 11th of December, with later 
dates from Calcutta to the 1 Ith and Bombay to 
the 17th of November. 

Lucknow still held out, although no communi 
cation had been had with the beseiged Heavy 
fighting and slaughter are said to have takeu 
place. Troops were pouring into India at the 
rute of 2,000 a week. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer, in Par 
liament, moved for a select committee to inquire 
into the operations of the bauk act of 1844 and 
of the bank act of Scotland aud Ireland of 184;' 
and that the committee be instructed to inquire 
the causes of the recent commercial distress and 
to investigate how far it has been alfecied by the 
laws for regulating the issue of bauk notes pay 
able on demand.

The city article iu the Times of the 12th savg 
the demand for money i> gradually diminishiu 
and a belief is entertained that when a reduction 
of the bauk rate is commenced the downward 
movement will be rapid. 

Gold was daily flowing into the bank iu large 
sums. The returns for the week ending December 
9th show an increase in bullion of i)70H,t>22, the 
amount held being £8,1 nil), 489. 

The stoppage of the Worcester Bank of Fair 
ley &. Co. was announced The concern has long 
been a weak one, and its liabilities are supposed 
to be small. Six additional failures also took 
place in London, including Heine, Letnon, & Co . 
in the German trade, with liabilities estimated 
.£700,000; Menholt, Wehner, &. Co.; also a Ger 
man house, liabilities between $250,000 and 
itHOO.OOO; Elmhorst & Co., in the same trade 
Moytoya ii Co., a Spanish firm; and T. G. Ward, 
cattle salesman; liabilities of these not stated 
Russut . — A Beilin letter stated that the dis- 
turbing influence of the American panic had ex 
tended as lar as Warsaw, where numerous man 
ufacturers had failed. 

Accounts from St. Petersburg of November HO 
represent that the winter had set in very severel 
The navy was frozen up, and navigation was 
completely stopped. 

It is stated that the Cabinet of St. Petersburg!! 
has peremptorily deuied the right claimed by A us 
tria and England, under the treaty of Paris, of 
interdicting Russia from blockading the Circas- 
sian ports. 

France . — The Bank of France has gained a 
large amount of specie and a still further reduc; 
tion of the rates of interest was anticipated. 

l'lie Government has granted a credit of oue 
million francs to relieve the distressed. 

Spain . — An amnesty had been granted for po- 
litical offenses aud to persons condemued to light 
punishment, aud a great many promotions had 
also taken place. 

Belgium . — The election took place on the 12th, 
and as far as known the result was decidedly in 
favor of the liberals. 

China — Dates from Hong Kong are to Oct. 
JOth. The English forces were preparing for 
the assaultof Canton. 

The American ship Lone Star, bound from 
Maultnaiu to Queenstown, foundered at sea. The 
crew were saved. 

Brazil — The dates from Rio Janeiro are to 
the 14th of November and from Montevideo to 
the 5th. At Rio, coffee was dull but steady; 
nothing was loading for the United States. So- 
ars had declined. Sterling exchange quoted at 
7J£. Freights dull and lower. 

Washington, Dec. 26. 

The Secretary of War this afternoon received 
a telegraphic dispatch from Lieutenant General 
Scott, dated New York, in which Gen. S. says 
he has received good news from the Utah expe- 
dition. Cols. Johnston and Smith’s commands 
were up with Col. Alexander, and the whole body 
were marching upon Fort Bridges, which wa9 
only sixteen miles off, on the 7th of November. 
The troops were in high spirits. There was just 
snow enough to protect the grass from fire. 

New Orleans, Dec. 25. 
The steamship Tennessee has arrived from Ve- 
ra Cruz with dates from the city of Mexico to the 
17th. 

Another revolution occurred in Mexico on the 
10th. The garrison at Tacubaya had pronounced 
for dissolving Congress, overthrowing the Con 
stitution, and declaring Comonfort Dictator. 

Vera Cruz had followed the example, and it 
was supposed that the rest would follow the 
latter. 

The Yucatan reactionists had captured Sisal, 
which was afterwards retaken by the Government 
troops. 

Philadelphia, Dec. 25. 

There was much rowdyism in the streets last 
night. Several shooting affairs occurred iu the 
suburbs. Two resulted fatally. It is reported 
that a woman cut her husband’s throat. 

Douglas arrived in town last night and is stop- 
ping at the Girard House. A large crowd assem- 
bled at midnight and called upon him for a 
speech. The call was complied with. Colonel 
Forney, of the Press, followed. Douglas received 
a large number of visitors during to day. A call 
for a meeting favorable to the administration has 
been issued. The meeting will be held ou Mon 
day night. 

Buffalo, Dec. 25. 

The variety store of Henry Hart, 171 Main 
street, was destroyed by fire about four o’clock 
this moruing, together with a stock valued at 
$20,000. Insured in Eastern companies for $10,- 
000. The building was owned by Wm. A. Sut- 
ton, valued at $10,000, and insured in the Buffalo 
Mutual office for $2,800. The stock of H. Still- 
man, dealer in hats, caps, and furs, the next door 
south, was damaged by water to the amount of 
$6,000 — insured in Massachusetts companies for 
$4,000. The stock of Tweedy & Smith, hat, 
cap, and fur dealers, next door north of Mr. 
Hart’s, was also damaged by water to the amount 
of $2,000 — loss covered by insurance. 

Washington, Dec. 27. 

The War Department this morning received 
dispatches confirmatory of previous advices. — 
All the troops in the Utah expedition have con 
centrftted near Fort Bridges in comparatively 
comfortable condition The reported advance 
the fifth infantry* from the Mormons is un- 
true. 

All the vacant lands heretofore withdrawn 
from sale or entry lying outside of six miles on 
each side of the lands granted to Iowa in 1836 
for railroad purposes having been released, they 
will be restored to private entry at the several 
land offices in that State on the 15th of Feb- 
ruary.

This work has been undertaken after consulta- 
tion with many of the most distinguished lawyers 
in our State. The radical changes made by the 
Revised Statutes and the Codes of Practice, in 
their opinion, render such a work necessary, in 
order that the various inferior judicial and min- 
isterial officers of the State may properly dis- 
charge their respective duties. The frequent 
change of officers by election, and their conse- 
quent want of familiarity with the different modes 
of proceeding, is an additional consideration in 
favor of the importance of such a book. 

In the general plan and preparation of this 
book we have secured the assistance of the most 
eminent lawyers in the State, and no form will 
be published by us until it shall have been first 
approved by them, or unless we find that it has 
been sanctioned by judicial decisions.
